BARNES DENIES BIG GRAIN 


BUY IN CANADA, 


BUT SAYS THAT 
AMOUNT BOUGHT 


MODERATE 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 5.— 
President Julius H. Barnes, of the 
United States grain corporation, an- 
nounced late today that reports that 
the corporation had purchased 25,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat from Can- 
ada were untrue, but he reiterated the 
declaration which he made — earlier 
that arrangements had been made for 
purchase of a ‘moderate’ amount of 


wheat from the Dominion. He declin- 
ed at this time to issue a detailed 
statement regarding prospective pur-

about 500 miles and the return trip ta 
}made once a month, weather permit-

The weight limit for mail is 250 Ibe.,

Outward shipments on the _ free} 
freight policy for live stock shipped 
from the Edmonton Stock Yards dur- 
ing April, showed a total of 607 heifers 
and 230 ewes.

Farmers throughout the district are 
making the best of the seasoriable 
weather with whioh they are favored 
this spring, and with a continuance of 
the present favorable conditions, this 
year's acreage bids fair to oxceed ear- 
lier expectations.

{ted Farmers of Alberta in various federal 
constituencies of the province are taking 
active steps to institute political faction, 
And to that end a number of conventions 
for such organization nave already been 
announced by the central office of the U. 
IVA. at Calgary, 

These conventions are being called in 
accordance with the resolution on politi- 
cal action Restos by the recent conven- 
tion, providing that upon the request of 
10 per cent or more of the locals in any 
federa) riding such a convention shall be 
fixed for that riding. The circular from 
the U.F.A. goes on £0 say that {t 1s insig- 
nificant that considerably more than the 
necessary 10 per cent of the locals are 
represented in the applications to date, 
and that in answer to the questionnaires 
recently sent out only two. replies have 
been received from locals which are oppos- 
ed to taking political action. Inasmuch 
as nearly all he applications asked for 
the holding of the convention in June, and 
furthermore inaisted that President Wood 
be in attendance at each, the U.F.A,. ex-

# Why are such people ‘‘evil 

Mforces’’ in the eyes of the O.B.U.?

Be- 
cause they are willing to concede 
to others all that they claim for 
themselves? 

The ‘‘small bourgeoise’’? which 
the O.B.U. considers an ‘‘evil 
force’’ constitute the vast major- 
ity of the people of this province 
of Alberta. It was because they 
wanted to become ‘‘bourgeoise,’’ 
or owners, that they came here. 
They have no apology to offer for 
themselves, their station in life, 
or their ambitions. They have 
ideals and they have rights- 
They stand by their ideals and 

Hare prepared to defend their 
rights. They don’t believe in the 
nationalization of land any more 
than they believe in the national- 
ization of women. The old cry, 
‘‘Property is robbery and capital 
js crime,’’ may go strong in the 
slums of New York or London, 
but not in ‘Alberta, That cry was 
coined for conditions in which 
the majority of the workers were 
not owners and could never hope 
to be. It has no application 
where the majority of workers 
are owners or are working with 
the assurance that they can be- 
come owners if they want to be. 
j It is a weird idea of the O.B.U. 
that it makes a hit by objecting 
to the working landowner as a 
‘‘small bourgeoise’’ and an ‘‘evil 
force’’ in this country to which 
the vast majority of its desirable 
citizens came for the express pur- 
pose of acquiring land of their 
own. 

The working landowner, wheth- 
er in city or country, is the back- 
bone of organized society; the 
moral, financial and _ military 
strength of the state. Most of 
them will try to rub along with- 
out the distinguished approval of 
the prospective Lenines and Trot- 
skys of the O.B.U.—as The Bulle- 
tin will also endeavor to do: 

But The Bulletin is also the 
official organ of the McArthur 
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railroad interests. Very well, The 
Bulletin is quite ready to take all 
responsibility for its advocacy of 
the development of the North 
Country by railways, whether 
owned by McArthur or anyone 
else. The country was of no use 
to the people of the world with- 
out railways. It costs money to 
build them. The Bulletin does 
not consider the private individ- 
ual who built, or the Provincial 
government which enabled him to 
build, as an enemy of the state 
or the race.

A Coal Commission | 


A suggestion that the Alberta 
coal industry be placed under an 
independent board was made in 
the discussion before the Indus- 
trial Relations Committee at Cal- 
gary on Saturday. As matters 
stand at present Alberta has more 
coal than all the rest of Canada. 
The coal is so situated as to be 
cheaply mined, It includes a range 
of quality from high grade steam 
and coking coal to equally high 
grade stove, furnace and grate 
coal. A small quantity of anthra- 
cite is now produced. The produc- 
tion of anthractie could be vastly 
increased by the development of 
the Grande Cache deposits. This 
development would require 100 
miles of new railway construction. 

Naturally Alberta mines should 
supply the prairie west with coal. 
But they do not. While the mines of 
Alberta were worked on short time 
last winter because the coal could 
not be sold, the greater part of the 
coal which supplied the province 
of Manitoba and the eastern part 
of Saskatchewan came from Penn- 
sylvania, not.Alberta. ‘The haul 
from Pennsylvania’ to Winnipeg 
was more than twice as far, and to 
Regina more than four times as 
far as from the Alberta mihes. 
From the Alberta mines to Winni- 
peg there is a down grade of from 
1,500 to 3,000 feet, and no trans- 
shipment. From Pennsylvania 
there are two transhipments and 
one sharp up-grade rail haul from 
Fort William west. 

While miners’ wages per work- 
ing day in Alberta: are high the 
miners had so much off time 
through lack of demand for coal 
that their monthly pay last winter 
was low while the price paid by 
the local consumer was high. 

If coal cannot be sold it cannot 
be mined. And if it cannot be sold 
at a competitive price it cannot be 
sold at all in the outside market. If 
the price is such that the market is 
restricted to local consumption 
production must be corresponding- 
ly restricted, and an undue burden 
placed upon every other form of 
Alberta industry which depends on 
coal for power and the support of 
domestic life. Cheap coal means 
a lessening of the cost of living to 
every one, and an expansion of in- 
dustry because of decreased pro- 
ducing costs. Dear coal means in- 
creased cost of living and restric- 
tion of industry generally. 

The ability to place Edmonton’s 
coal on the outside market depends 
not only on the cost of mining but 
on the rail rates to all points of 
consumption. It would be of no 
profit to the industry if a decrease 
in the’cost of mining were taken 
up by an increase in the cost of 
reaching the Consumer. The miner 
is entitled to fair wages, the rail- 
way is entitled to fair transporta- 
tion charges, and the capital in- 
vested in the mines is entitled to a 
fair return. If one of the three 
gets more than its fair share it 
must get it either at the cost of 
the other two or at the loss of the 
market for coal. The circumstances 
being as they are, there is an ele- 
ment of hope in the suggestion of 
a commission to control the Alber- 
ta coal mining industry. A board 
on the lines of the railway commis- 
sion, that would have power to 
deal with the questions of miners’ 
wages and conditions of work; 
rates and facilities of transporta- 
tion, conditions of marketing, and 
protection of the local consumer 
as to prices, seems to offer a way 
towards the increased develop- 
ment of the coal industry on terms 
that will assist all other industries 
and the people generally, 

The system of government fuel 
control in vogue during the past 
winter simply meant that the bur- 
den on the local consumer was in- 
creased, while the market for Al- 


berta coal was being restricted;'

DELAYS 


Frank H. Simonds in New York Tri- 
bune. 

The tension between Lloyd George 
and President Wilson hag at least, 
momentnrily, lessened; but five mo- 
nths after the signing of the armis- 
tice terms of peace are not yet draft- 
ed, and obstacles in the way of such 
drafting remain considerable, Wear- 
iness, impatience, anger are being 
more and more expressed in British 
and French papers over delays.

Craig (C.U.—Iele of Thanet) thought 
Mr. Lambert had forgotten the peril 
in which this country stood as a re- 
sult of guccessive years of adminis- 
tration under the hon. member and 
others. That peril was far more 
grave than the country understood. 
The country had heard eulogies 
passed on the present Secretary for 
War (Mr. Churchill), who was First 
Lord when war broke out; but what 
was not known was that, though mo- 
bolized, the fleet had not one of the 
accesories which alone made the ex- 
{stence of a fleet possible or efficient. 
It was true that capital ships were 
provided, and the two First Lords 
who provided them deserved credit 
to that extent, but the other things 
which made for the efficiency of a 
fleet were non-existent. The des- 
troyer force was utterly insufficient, 
and, as regarded oversea ability, ac- 
tually less than the destroyer force 
of the Germans alone. Our sub- 
marines were outnumbered, our 
aerial reconnaissance was non-exist- 
ent, and indeck protection and in 
hull protection our fleet was inferior 
to that of the enemy. 


PEACE CONFERENCE FAILURE 
Frank H Simonds in New York Tri- 
bune. 

Paris, April 11.—The failure of the 
peace conference, which is the league 
of nations in ite first stage, to adopt 
towards Bolshevism such a policy as 
would restore peace in the world has 
been to destroy the prestige of the 
league of nations as a peace bringing 
document.

THE HUTTERITES IN MANITOBA 
Free Press, Winnipeg, April 19. 

Members of the ivederal Parliament re- 
presenting Winnipeg and Manitoba con- 
stituencies are behind the Canadian Club 
in its policy of vigorously excluding un- 
desirable settlers, according to opinions 
expressed at a conference held Saturday 
evening at the Royal Alexandra, 

Federal members attending were: Major 
G, W. Andrews, Center Winnipeg; Dr. M. 
R. Blake, North Winnipeg; Dr. H. P, 
Whidden, Brandon and R. C, Henders, 
Macdonald, 

Major Newcombe stated that the men 
overseas in February, 1918, would have 
been shocked had they known that they 
were fighting to preserve this country for 
settlers such as the Hutterites, He matn- 
tained that whatever the conditions were 
in Canada at one time, they were now 
such that Canada should pick and choose 
the people who were to be given the privi- 
leges of Canadian Citizenship. None 
should be given these privileges unless 
they accepted the obligations of Canadian 
Citizenship. Speaking of the Hutterite 
settlement at Elie, he claimed that the 
scheme of settlement showed a deliherate 
effort on the part of the Hutterites to 
freeze Canadian settlers out of their land 
in that territory. 

J, O, Newton, vice-president of the G. 
W. V._A., claimed that not only should 
more Hutterites be barred from Canada 
but that those at present in the country 
should be deported. The circumstances 
were such as to justify the appointment 
of a royal commission to investigate the 
whole TpesHiok of admitting Hutterites, 
and to fix the blame upon those who were 
responsible for allowing a certain number 
of them to settle in the west. / 

Western Members Speak. 

The western members of the Federal 
house present were then invited to express 
opinions, ‘ ‘ ‘ 

Major Andrews said he was in hearty 
sympathy with all that had been said. 
The Ottawa officers of the G.W.V.A. 
had been deluged with telegrams from 
all over Canada proteating. against the 
admission of the Hutterites and endorsing 
the stand taken by the Manitoba veterans. 
Judging from the statements of the minis- 
ter of finmigration, there were some in- 
ternational difficulties in the way of keep- 
ing out the Hutterites, but the representa- 
tions of the Canadian Club and the G.W,. 
V.A. had made a distinct impression at 
Ottawa, and he hoped the views expressed 
that evening would be embodied in the 
legislation covered by the new Immigra- 
tion Act. 

Dr. Blake spoke on the same_ lines, 
stating that. the letter .which \had heen 
sent out from Ottawa by Mr, Cory guar- 
anteeipg iimmunity from military service 
to the Hutterites in February, 1618, and 
assuring them that there were no obstacles 
in the way of thelr settlement In Canada, 
was written in the absence of Mr, Calder 
and Mr. Meighen and did not meet with 
their approval. 

Dr. Whidden said he was in hearty 
accord with the representations made by 
the Brandon and Winnipeg veterans. On 
his return to Ottawa he would continue 
to de hs utmost to get them embodied in 
legislation. 

Mr. Henderson atated that he was in 
accord with the sentiments expressed dur- 
ing the evening, and the representations 
made would have his support at Ottawa.

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Message of Pride and Thanks 
To Men From Oversea Britain 
For Sacrifices and Valor Shown 


London, May 5.—On the conclusion of the Overseas par- 
ade on Saturday, the following message from the King was 
handed each man :— 

“Officers, non-commissioned officers and men of the Over- 
seas Forces: 

“(It is with a heart full of pride and gratitude, I take your 
salute today, as you march in triumph through London. The 
peoples of the British Dominions beyond the seas, by their in- 
stant readiness to share in the trials and responsibilities of 
the great war, have shown to the world the unity of the Bri- 
tish Empire. You, with your comrades from the mother coun- 
try, vied with one another in noble deeds which will ever be 
held in proud remembrance. Readily you adapted yourselves 
to the changing conditions of a new and formidable kind of 
warfare, and endured physical hardships and exacting men- 
tal strain. Whether on the plains of Flanders, the heights of 
Gallipoli, in France, in Palestine, and other theatres of war, 
you displayed endurance in defénce and vigorous initiative 
in attack. 

““We, and future generations, will never forget the part 
played by the Canadians in the second battle of Ypres, and on 
Vimy Ridge ; by the Australians and New Zealanders at Galli- 
poli, and in the advance in France in the spring of 1917. by 
troops of all the three Dominions in breaking the Hindenburg 
line last year; the South African brigade’s indomitable cour- 
age, and the valor of the Royal Newfoundland regiment at 
Monchy le Preux. 

“‘Now, in the day of victory, I wish to express to you, who 
represent the Overseas Forces, my unbounded admiration for 
your splendid feats of arms and the sacrifices you have made. 
I wish you Godspeed on your homeward journey, with the hope 
that the cutcome of this struggle will assure peace to your 
children and your children’s children.”’
